New Year Brings Important 
Changes To SE Convention 


Effective January 1, 1966, the South- 
east Convention increased in _ size 
through the addition of three new as- 
sociations, 

In accordance with the agreement 
voted at the annual meeting in April 
of 1965 the following bodies are now 
a part of the convention: 

The Georgia-South Carolina Con- 
vention (Association) of the Conven- 
tion of the South with 9 churches; 

The Alabama-Mississippi Association 
of the Convention of the South with 9 
churches; 

The Alabama-Tennessee Association 
composed of 4 churches of Evangelical 
and Reformed Church background from 
the Indiana-Kentucky Conference of 
the United Church of Christ, 

The former Kentucky - Tennessee 
Conference of the Southeast Conven- 
tion and the Tennessee-Kentucky Con- 
ference of the Convention of the South 
voted at their joint annual sessions in 
October of 1965 to form the Tennessee- 
Kentucky Association effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1966. 

This means that the Southeast Con- 
vention is now composed of approxi- 
mately 132 churches. organized into 
nine acting associations of the United 
Church of Christ. 

At its annual meeting in April the 
convention will take action on the re- 
port of the Committee on Constitution 
and By-Laws. The changes will open 
the way for the convention to become 
the Southeast Conference of the United 
Church of Christ. 

The Personnel Committee of the con- 
vention is busily at work seeking a 
successor to Rev. James H. Light- 
bourne, Jr. for the office of Conference 
Minister. 

Until the new conference minister is 
chosen, the Board of Directors, Rufus 
G. Obrecht, Chairman, will supervise 
the activities of the convention. Mrs. 
Wilmer L. McCord will continue in the 
convention office and manage its bus- 
iness affairs.
